The  rapid  advance  of  commercial 
aviation  and  the  growing  Impor- 
tanc4'  to  every  city  in  Canada  of 
providing  municipal  airports  to  take 
care  of  the  ever-Increasing  traffic, 
was  dlseussed  by  Mr.  J.  B  Bre, 
president  of  the  Aerial  Olab  o( 
Victoria,  at  yesterday  momingls 
session  of  the  Western  Development 
and  Unity  League  convention. 

He  pointed  out  that  flying  was 
not  the  risk  that  it  had  been  or 
was  thought  at  present  to  be.  He 
showed  that  for  aOjOOO.000  miles 
flown  last  year  there  was  only  one 
death  in  every  1,000.000  miles.  This 
was  far  below  the  percentage  of 
deaths  per  automobile  mile. 

To  Illustrate  the  Increasing  use 
of  planes  in  a  commercial  way,  Mr. 
Eve  said  that  there  1.150  privately 
owned  aeroplanes  in  Chicago  alone. 
Cost  of  traniportatlon  was  low.  he 
said,  telling  of  how  he  had  made 
an  84«-mlle  trip  for  $33. 

CANADA  BACKWARD 

It  was  disappointing  to  see  how 
backward  Canada  was  in  aviation 

when  it  was  known  ediat  part  pa> 
nadians  had  taken  during  the  war 

in  connection  with  aviation.  .Sixty- 
three  per  cent  of  the  R.AJ".  came 
from  Canada. 

Air  transportatioa  would  go 
wherever  there  were  facilities.  Av- 
iation had  to  be  developed  along 

similar  lines  as  the  automobile. 

As  roads  had  to  be  provided  for 
cars,  .so  had  airports  to  be  provided 
for  planes. 

He  told  of  the  Aerial  Club  of 
"Victoria's  efforts  In  fostering  of 
aviation  in  this  city.  The  club  had 
secured  an  eighty-acre  airport  and 
been  given  two  instruction  planes 
by  the  Government  The  club  had 
also  ordered  otiic?  iiKmes.  but 
owing  to  the  increa.sed  demand  for 
planes,  had  been  unable  to  get  de- 
livery of  the  machines  for  the  past 
four  months. 

The  development  of  air  mail 
services  in  the  United  sutes  was 
referred  to.  The  speaker  told  of 
how  at  first  these  services  were 
subsidized  by  tlic  ( "iDvcrnrnciil  but 
had  not  reached  a  stage  where  the 
subsidies  were  being  removed  be- 
cause they  had  developed  into 
proflt-makbag  enterprises. 

COMMENDS  VICTORIA 

He  commended  the  action  being 
taken  by  the  city  of  Victoria  and 
Vancouver  in  providing  sites  for 
airports.  If  each  city  In  Canada 
provided  sultaMe  landing  places 
for  both  land  and  seaplanes,  it 
would  do  more  to  develop  com- 
mercial air  transportation  than 
anything  el.se

WDW  the  lame  movemeat  should  be  directed  to  doing 
away  with  the  provincial  impost  of  a  like  character, 
tiie  UaioD  of  B.C.  Muniopalitie*  eodorm  a  auggat- 
tioo  th«  a  new  one  per  cent  tax  should  be  levied  on 
incomes  to  meet  school  coMv  The  intention  of  the 
Union  u  to  bring  relief  to  the  property-owning  tax- 
paycn  w  municipalittcs.  It  is  not  proposed  that  all 
inromet  should  he  taxed.  What  is  suggMtcd  it  that 
incomes  too  sn\all  to  come  under  the  present  provmcial 
incoffle  tax  should  be  mulcted  for  school  purposes. 
In  other  words,  anyone  and  everyone  with  an  income 
vs  hich  comes  within  the  present  exemption  provisions 
of  the  provincial  income  tax  would  be  taxed  hereafter 
for  school  purposes.  It  is  not  estimated  what  would 
be  the  net  proceeds  of  such  a  tax.  nor  how  far  those 
{  pro6ts  would  go  towards  meeting  the  growing  costs 
of  education. 

In  effect  what  is  proposed  by  the  Union  of  B  C. 
Municipalities  is  idditional  taxation.  It  u  true  that 
the  idea  in  view  ik  to  relieve  property  owners.  The 
relief,  however,  would  hardly  work  out  as  expected. 
Thousands  of  persoiu  with  infomct  now  — 'r~T*  liom 
the  provincial  tax  are  |>ropeity  ownen.  and -the  fla|>> 
position  IS  that  while  their  munic  ipal  tax  on  projierty 
would  be  decreased  they  would  have  to  pay.  in  lieu 
of  any  relief  given,  a  provindal  income  tax.  TTie 
probability  would  be  that  there  would  be  no  relief 
at  all.  There  is  another  aspect  to  the  proposal.  On 
the  man  of  small  means  taxation  k  now  too  heavy — 
F  ederally,  provincially  and  muniqpally  directly  and 
uidirectly.  If  be  was  not  a  property  owner  his 
burden  would  be  increased  under  the  operation  of 
a  school  mcome  lax.  For  this  reason  the  proposal 
will  Qieet  with  the  most  strenuous  opposition  from  a 
variety  of  quaiteh.  It  is  a  retrograde  proposal. 
inasnuK  h  as  it  means  adding  to  a  burden  which  is 
now  a  duplicated  one  in  this  province,  since  both 
the  Dominion  and  the  Province  tax  incomes. 

In  seeking  to  induce  the  Provincial  Government 
to  add  to  its  receipts  from  income  tax.  and  in  doing 
so  to  assu/nc  a  greater  share  of  its  proportion  of  the 
cost  of  education,  the  Union  of  B.C.  Municipalities 
IS  simply  affordini?  the  Province  a  new  ex(  ii^r  for 
the  im(x>sition  of  taxation.  No  one — and  least  of 
all  the  property  owners  within  municipalities — sup- 
poses that  the  relief  to  municipal  taxation  would 
work  out  proportionately.  The  Provincial  Covcrn- 
toent.  if  it  adopted  the  proposal,  would  do  so  %yith 
reservations,  and.  as  in  the  case  of  the  distribution  of 
liquor  pro&ts.  the  municipalities  would  hod  them- 
selves at  the  worst  end  of  the  deal.  The  crux  of 
the  matter  is  hinted  at  by  Alderman  Marchant,  who 
pointed  out  at  the  muniapalitie#  convention  that  "all 
kinds  of  taxes  had  been  found  to  'rdicve*  laal  estate 
holders,  but  have  they  given  them  any  relief?" 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  the  representatives 
of  the  British  Columbia  municipalities  whenever  they 
meet  in  their  annual  convention  are  too  fearful,  for 
party  reasons,  of  embarrassing  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment. Instead  of  Eghting  without  cessation  for 
a  redistribution  of  taxation,  which  is  an  urgent  prob- 
lem, they  ask  for  new  sources  of  taxation.  Instead 
of  emphasizing  the  fact  that  it  is  the  Provincial 
'  egislature  and  the  Provincial  Government  that  are 
mainly  responsible  for  the  increasing  costs  of  educa- 
tion, they  accept  these  costs  as  inevitable  and  appear 
to  think  it  is  their  mission  to  point  out  to  the  province 
how  they  should  be  met.  The  School  1  rustees.  at 
their  convention,  advocated  a  more  equitable  distri- 
bution of  school  taxes,  with  I  lie  Government  devising 
the  means,  and  on  top  of  this  urged  legislation  to 
provide  parental  boarding  schools  for  truant  and  de- 
linquent children  rather  than  placing  them  in  deten- 
tion homes.  I  he  latter  proposal,  of  course,  would 
mean  new  educational  legi.slation  and  additional  ex- 
pense 

hat  the  Union  of  R  (".  Municipalities  and  the 
convention  of  .School  T  rustees  should  have  recom- 
mended to  the  Provincial  Government  was  the  definite 
demarcation  of  a  line  beyond  which  there  wnll  be  no 
state  aid  to  education.

So  long  as  the  Gov- 
ernment is  footing  the  bill  for  the  eeah  of  the  «river> 
sity  it  is  doubtful  if  it  will  attempt  to  relieve  the 
rauniopaiitiet  of  the  outlays  on  public  school  educa- 
tioB  iwlesa  it  is  able  to  do  so  by  means  of  imposing 
a  new  tax,  or  taxes.  On  the  other  hand,  a  definite 
can^Mign  to  impose  limits  on  the  scope  of  education 
which  is  provided  by  the  Mate  eonld  hardly  fafl  to 
srcnie  successful  results  in  acting  as  a  check  on  rx 
penditures.  It  ts  a  dangerous,  in  fact  a  fatuous  policv 
|o  provMR  ine  praaanc  i  lovinaai  vjovemrncnc  wm 
any  loophole  for  increasing  taxation.  That  Govern- 
ment has  already  made  tax-coUectiae  the  chief  in- 
dustry with  which  it  is  concerned.  Instead  of  per- 
enninally  canvassing  for  new  sources  of  r«vcaiM«  it 
should  be  givuig  relief  to  a  harrassed  people,  whose 
industry,  initiative  and  enterprise  ate  far  too  heavily 
handicapped  because  of  the  spendthrift  xeal  of  m 
provincial  admiaislntion

Another  instance  given  was  that  of  1 
large  turbot.  which  had  about  a  dozen  tumors  of  ilte 
type  "which  in  man  are  the  most  malignant  of  all 
and  the  most  rapidly  fatal."     FVofessor  Johnstone 
says:  "It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  assert  that  such 
fish  flesh  would  be  dangerous  to  anyone  eating  it. 
but  its  use  as  human  food  is  strongly  repellent,  and 
we  know  as  yet  so  little  of  the  cause  of  cancerous 
disease  that  such  afectod  fishes  skavM  miliiili  ba 
d^strojred  as  a  fcaeral  principle."

VANOOnvm,  OetwSl/— What  Is 
claimed  to  offer  a  severe  hardship 
on  flahlng  vessels  is  a  new  regula- 
tion put  into  force  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  whereby  certain 
vessels  will  not  be  allowed  to  leave 
Canadian  waVer.s  under  the  pcn-alty 
of  seizure  Inforriiatlon  regarding 
the  matter  was  presented  to  *the 
shipping  bureau  of  the  t>o«rd  of 
trade  in  a  letter  from  Dale  &  Com- 
pany. 

The  new  regulation  provides  that 
in  the  case  of  an  owner  of  a  fishing 

boat  following  out  the  usual  policy 
of  endorsing  over  to  the  depart- 
ment part  of  hi.s  insurance  to  pro- 
vide a  security  in  the  event  of  the 
Oovernment  liaviii(<  to  pay  for  the 
salvage  of  his  ship  if  a  total  loas, 
he  must  also  sign  an  agreeiaaat  not 
to  leave  Canadian  waters. 

A  regulatkn  has  been  in  effect 
for  aome  time  now  whereby  the 
owner  must  make  the  above  en- 
dor.sement  to  the  department  In 
lieu  of  a  bond  or  .suflicient  se- 
rurily  Now  rome.s  the  new  regula- 
tion and  no  person  here  seems  to 
Imow  Just  what  l.s  behind  it  There 
Is  some  suggestion  that  it  Is  an- 
other step  to  curb  rum  rtinnlng.  In 
actual  operation  it  means  that  the 
owner  of  a  boat  valued  at  say 
$18,000,  after  he  has  finished  fish- 
ing In  the  Skeena  or  northern  dls- 
trlcu,  on  returning  to  thi,s  port  for 
the  Winter,  cannot  undertake  any 
oommi.ssion  to  tran.sport  cargo  to 
an  Artierican  port  under  penaltj'  of 
seizurr.  while  a  smaller  .ship  valued 
at  $6,000  can  go  anywhere  at  will. 
The*  bureau  instructed  the  chair- 
man to  appoint  a  oonuaittee  of 
two  to  lawBtitatc  the  new  regula- 
tion  and  to  report  baok.  v

Improved  .service  on  the  West

The  rimnufartiiring  of  ga-soline 
and  llKht  fuel  oil.s  from  roal  had 
been  placed  on  a  commercial  and 
economical  basis  in  both  CJermany 
and  France,  and  the  coal  deposits  in 
Northern  Alberta  ««re  peculiarly 
suited  for  this  proceai,  Mr.  Btavips 
stated.
